CITY JOSTLES 
AN OLD TOWN. 


New Life Crowds the Past at 
Santa Fe, N. M. 


Numerous Ancient Land- 
marks Well Preserved. 


Climate Delightful; Strangers 
Royally Treated. 


(SPECIAL OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA FE (N. u.) Dec. 23.—Destined 
to some time be the capital of a new 
State, this is an interesting city. The 
Southwest has many Meccas, but 
among them none stands out more con- 
spicuously as affording interest to 
tourists than does this littie city of the 
holy faith. Abounding as it does with 
some of the oldest relics of European 
colonization in America, and presenting 
representations of each succeeding 


period of architectural progress up to; 


the present day, the modern Santa Fé 
affords oportunities for study equaled 
by no other city in the United States. 

When Coronado, in 154, with his 
proud band of Castilian knights, pene- 
trating the then unexplored Southwest 


of new America on his fruitiess hunt 


for the seven fabled cities of 
Oibola, he found where today stands 
Santa Fé an Indian pueblo, containing 
what he estimated to be fifteen hun- 
dred souls. This was the first time 
that white men had even looked upon 
that valley. In about the same year, 
however, or probably a year “later, 
Catholic missionaries began the erec- 
tion of a church at this place for In- 
dian converts. On this account there 
are some who argue that Santa Fé is 
entitled to precedence in point of prior-

the power of the government.

WICHITA (Kas.) Dec. 25.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] While the game be- 
tween Fairmount College of this city 
and Washburn College of Topeka, 
played under the new “reform” rules, 
did not prove that the rules are a com- 
plete failure, it showed, according to 
football experts who witnessed the 
game, that the rules suggested by re- 
formers must be more liberal than 
those used in today’s game. 
The rules which were used today dit- 
fered from the old rules in several 
respects. Ten yards instead of five 
was the distance required in three 
downs. Forward passes were allowed 
| back of the line of scrimmage. 
Place kicks from behind the forty- 
five-yard line were to count six points. 
Between the forty-five and thirty-five- 
yard line five points, and in front o: 
the thirty-five-yard line four points. 
ese rules were taken from sugges- 
tions made by the leading football men 
in the country who

ment. 

As a result of the ten-yard rule it 
was im ible for the teams to make 
their distance in three downs. Con- 
sequently kicking was a great feature 
of the ga Before it was well un- 
der way it developed into a punting 
Only seven times during the en- 
tire game were the two_ teams able 
to make their distance. The forward 
pass developed the end runs and this 
system was used almost entirely. Only 
four times were attempts made to 
break through the line by plunges, and 
these when the team was within a 
short distance of making the required 
distance. The hope that the new rules 
would remove the brutality was re- 
alized to a great extent. 

No player was taken out during the 
entire game, and only in a few cases 
was it necessary to call time to allow 
a payer to recover from a temporary 
bruise or loss of wind. 
Neither team was able to score. 
Only once did Washburn get within 
kicking distance of the goal. 

Dr. John Outland of the University 
of Pennsylvania. who pleyred in the 
all-American team in 1898-99, In speak- 
ing of the game, said: “It seems to 
me that the distance requried in three 
downs would almost eliminate touch- 
downs, except through fakes or flukes. 
T belleve one team would have to be 
twenty-four points stronger than the 
other before they could score a touch- 
down by straight football.” 
Wilis Bates. a former member of 
the Dartmouth teem. who umoired 
the game, said: “The ten-yards-in- 
three-downs rule is a failure. I don’t 
belfeve that any team, unless far su- 
perior to the other. can make the dis- 
tance required often enough to make 
a steady march down the field and 
score a touchdewn. I can see where 
the forward pass will let quick, shifty 
backs do some fine work in getting 
around the ends on tricks and fakes.
